United  States  Reports,  v.  479 
Should  be  Retained  Until  Replaced 

Administrative  Notes,  v.  12,  #23,  10/31/91,  contained  a  letter  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents  concerning  the  defective  volume  479  of  the  United  States 
Reports.  The  letter  requested  that  the  publication  be  destroyed. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  requested  that  a  clarification  be  issued  to  those  libraries 
selecting  item  number  0741.  The  Supreme  Court  recommends  that  libraries  retain 
volume  479  of  the  United  States  Reports  in  their  collections  until  a  replacement  volume 
is  distributed.  Once  the  replacement  is  received,  the  erroneous  earlier  volume  should  be 
destroyed.  Estimated  delivery  of  the  replacement  volume  is  early  1992.

Tables  give  the  value  and  quantity  of  imports  by  commodity  and  by  commodity  for 
country  of  origin. 

U.S.  Exports  of  Merchandise  on  CD-ROM  lists  exports  from  the  United  States.  Tables 
give  the  value  and  quantity  of  exports  by  commodity  and  by  commodity  for  country  of 
destination. 
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Commodities  are  classified  according  to  the  Harmonized  Commodity  Description  and 
Coding  System.  Harmonized  Commodity  Description  and  Coding  System,  Explanatory 
Notes  (shelved  at  T  17.2:H  22/3)  lists  and  describes  two,  four,  and  six  digit  codes.  The 
attached  photocopied  pages  from  its  table  of  contents  list  two  digit  codes. 


Logon: 

1.  Select  disc. 

2.  Insert  disc  in  CD-ROM  player. 

3.  Select  6  (for  Imports)  or  7  (for  Exports)  from  menu. 


Search: 

1.  The  first  screen  is  a  list  of  two-digit  codes.  Use  the  PgUp  and  PgDn  keys  to  move 
through  the  entire  list.  The  list  cannot  display  on  just  one  screen.  The 
photocopied  pages  from  Harmonized  Commodity  Description  and  Coding  System, 
Explanatory  Notes  may  help  you  make  a  selection. 

Move  highlight  bar  to  your  choice.  Press  return. 

2.  The  second  screen  is  a  list  of  four-digit  codes.  Move  highlight  bar  to  your  choice. 
Press  return. 

3.  The  third  screen  is  a  list  of  six-digit  codes.  Move  highlight  bar  to  your  choice. 
Press  return. 

4.  The  fourth  screen  is  a  list  of  ten-digit  codes.  Move  highlight  bar  to  your  choice. 
Press  return. 

Notes: 

a.  Depending  upon  your  selection  you  may  move  through  fewer  than  four 
contents  screens. 

b.  To  change  a  selection  at  any  point,  press  escape.  Each  time  escape  is 
pressed,  the  program  moves  backwards  one  step. 

c.  For  information  about  what  is  included  under  a  particular  code  number,  see 
Harmonized  Commodity  Description  and  Coding  System,  &q)lanatory  Notes. 

5.  A  table  of  data  will  be  displayed.  This  table  shows  data  for  the  month  listed  on 
the  CD.  Press  PgDn  if  you  wish  to  see  data  for  the  year  through  the  month  listed 
on  the  CD,  You  may  switch  from  one  table  to  another  by  pressing  PgUp  or  PgDn 
as  directed. 

6.  To  view  individual  country  data,  press  return.  (Instructions  at  the  bottom  of  screen 
read  "Press  Enter  for  detail".) 

A  country  list  inset  appears  on  table.  Scroll  down  to  view  the  entire  country  list. 
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Put  highlight  b;«r  on  your  choice.  Press  return.  Note:  Counliy  names  do  not 
appear  alphabetically.    This  .seems  to  be  the  oider:  North  America,  CVntral 
America,  Caribbean,  South  America,  liurope,  Middle  East  (to  Indian  peninsula), 
Asia,  South  Pacific  and  Australia,  Africa,  international  organizations. 

A  detailed  country  contents  list  may  appear.  Move  highlight  bar  to  your  choice 
and  press  return. 

At  any  time  you  may  press  escape  and  move  backwards  one  screen.
